:- I now some to speak of thfe wealth of the 
people-of the'sooth-western slave states, 
and, for fearl/may be thought to exagger- 
ate/! here aay I'-Will' not tell the whole 
truth. I'll keep back,'some for another 
time. Kow;'men who go through on boats 
and earn, and stop in cities and large hotels, 
know'nothing to -what I:dp—I who havb 
gone among the people' of ever/class, 
i who have staid with them ^hundreds 
of nights, .Sundays and all, and gone to 
meeting's and frolics, aud traveled hoars'''in 
the woods where sometimes there "was n 
road and sometimes riot.' trying to find a, 
place to stay over night—and, having visit- 
ed more than a thousand plantations, arid 
slept and eat in T know not how inany hov- 
els, and talked .with;, them all, 'and, .if I 
choose, can talk precisely as-they do, and 
they "wouldn't' suspect I was horn up north 
.—1 say I think I ought to know something 
about them; • 


The impression that one gets on going 


south is the great dilapidation or .careless- 
ness which appears, even upon some of the 
best plantations. '• The 'nice,' white .houses 
so common at the north, even in the remot- 
est agricultural districts, with green blinds, 
with clean door-yards, and well-kept shrub- 
bery, green meadows, and corner .scbool- 
bouseSj'are nowhere seen. The -furniture 
of the houses is of the commonest descrip- 
tion, and to ma:ke short work with ft, losli- 
mate that there are not enough -decent 
chairs in the wholesouth to give a half a set 
to each family. For there are to-day, and 
there have been for every dayfor more than 
ten years past,"more than 30,000 people, in 
Tennessee alone, who have not a loot of 
land or a ibit,of work to do. l a m speak 
ing of- whitiis, and not of negroes at all. . A 
bushel of corn meal, a side of bacon, and a 
little coffee, will be all that a Family of this 
class can ever expect to get beforehand, 
and it is often that they have neither coffee, 
nor bacon. If they have a cow, and she 
" comes up/' they may have milk," but as 
for butter, some have heard of it, and some 
have seen it, few have eaten it. And the 
fact is, many, yes, many who own from two 
to five slaves, are little better off. I staid 
with a man who had fifty slaves and 400 
acres of land, where he had lived forty year?. 
and his house was not worth fifty cents : 
what my fare was, you may gusss. I have 
seen hundreds of families living "in lotr cab- 
ins, 10 by 12 feet square, where the children 
run around as naked as they were born, 
and a bedstead or chair wus not in the. 
house, and'never will be. I have sesn .the 
children eat wheat and grass, growing in 
the field. I have seen" them eat dirt. :I 
saw children here 'on my own place, in 
southern Illinois,' last year, eat dirt, they 
were so' hungry.

We notice that the Chicago papers are 


cautioning the people againat swindling 
bank agents who are about to put in circu 
latiou large amounts of bank rags, wbich 
are even worse than Illinois "stump-tail." 
These papers particularly warn the people 
of the Indiana free banks, which are estab- 
lished upon a principle similar to our own. 


,. From this latter circumstance it is supposed 


that the .prejudices of the people can be 
more easily aroused, as they have recently 
been bitten by a dog of the same color. 


Our Chicago financiers, however, in the 


samp brealb, reco'mmend Ohio, Indiana 
aud Iowa state banks as sound — good as the 
gold, they say. " Some of New York and 
much of New England is also good," they 
inform ns. 
• 


We suppose our Chicago brethren, know 


all about currency matters. They have had 
considerable experience in that linej and 
are at the center of commercial operations 
for the north-west. 
We .country people, 


who acknowledge onr ignorance of the art 
of financiering, want light. What we de- 
sire to know is, how do the Chicago editors 
know that Ohio, Indiana and Iowa state 
bank bills are as good as gold? and how 
much and what part of New York and New 
England is also good 7 We want the evi- 
dence. 
Our impression is that no one, out- 


side of any bank, knows anything of ita 
condition. The Bank of Albany, . N...Y., 
was lately " as good as gold/' but suddenly 
it went up, and the stockholders find, to 
their dismay, that the capital is all gone. 
Now, if the stockholders of a bank are not 
acquainted with its condition, what pros- 
pect is there that the public can be suffi- 
ciently informed about its affairs to take its 
unsecured bills with safety? 


Our own belief 
is that our Wiscon- 


sin currency is just as safe and as well 
secured as any eastern bills that will be 
sent out here for circulation. If the pro- 
ducing classes will take paper money, it 
matters but little what it is so that they 
pay it out again without much delay, and 
thus cancel debts and keep it in active cir- 
culation. We ought not to hoard up any 
iind of money, least of all paper promises 
to pay. 


MISSOURI. — The burning of rail- 


road bridges, on Tuesday, by the order of 
of Gov. Jackson of Missouri will bring mat- 
ters to a focus in Missouri. The federal 
troops will, without doubt, immediately 
march to Jefferson City, and, capture and 
hang Jackson, if he does not run. 
The 


time of the traitors in Missouri is short, un- 
der the energetic action of Gen. Lyon. — 
This act on the part of the governor breaks 
up the peaca arrangement between Harney 
and Price, and we may soon expect to hear 
of stirring events in that quarter. 


A MISTAKE CORRECTED. — The Madison 


Patriot is troubled because, as it says, the 
"abolitionists." of the Western Reserve, in 
Ohio, do not volunteer, and will not fight to 
support the government. The Patriot must 
mean the republicans of that region, be- 
cause there are very few "abolitionists" 
there. We will inform the Patriot, so that 
it may not make a similar mistake, that at 
the time it made its ill-natured remark, but 
two Ohio regiments had been enrolled Jor 
Me tear, and these had not left the state, 
while the Wentern Reserve had by prompt- 
ness and good fortune, fully her proportion 
of all the troops in actual service in Virgin- 
ia, besides the very efficient flying artillery 
company from Cleveland. 


That they have done good service, we 


know from reading accounts of the vigor- 
ous movement of federal troops from Wheel- 
ing to Cumberland, including the brilliant 
episode at Philippi. The Western Reserve 
has one regiment and an artillery company 
in the army in western Virginia, which is 
doing so well that no one finds any fault, 
neither those who are conquered nor those 
•who remain at home, impatient for action. 


•The Knoxville, Tenn., Whig, of the 


4th inst., gives an account of an attack 
made by Alabama volunteers upon a Union 
meeting, at Strawberry Plains, in that state. 
The-meeting consisted of 4000 people, men, 
women and children, and was being held 
when the troops passed on a railroad near 
by; as they did so they fired revolvres 
among the people. No one was injured, 
but the excitement vraa intense, and the 
atrocious conduct of the troops served to 
incite the tTnion men to a determination to 
tike up arms to defend themselves against 
the confederates, which they resolved to do.
